present  the  same  to  the  council  before 
the  start  of  the  basketbal  season.

Nearly  everyone  plays.  Standards  for 
admittance  to  orchestras  are  high. 
People  almost  fight  to  get  into  them. 
Hero  wo 'have  to  force  our  Collego  music 
majors  to  attend  orchestra  practice. 
It  is  hard  to  get  ’em  out  . 

It  is  quite  a  contrast  between  calm, 
unhurried  placid  life  in  Europe  and  that 
of  high  speed  and  money  making  hero. 
Tho  people  of  the  United  States  pay 
very  littlo  attention  to  food  and  cook¬ 
ing,  and  much  to  clothes.  Those  in 
Europe  pay  much  attention  to  food. 
People  of  Prague  are  very  clean  and 
real.  While  there,  Miss  Dvorak  visit¬ 
ed  a  peasant  family  and  found  them 
leading  a  very  narrow  life.  People 
there  flocked  to  sec  the  strange  Ameri¬ 
can.  They  supposed  her  quite  unusual 
and  to  bo  very  wealthy. 

One  simple  peasant  asked  her  if 
Americans  worked  any,  thinking  that 
wo  wore  nil  rich.  Thoy  do  not  seem 
to  have  the  idea  that  wo  have  to  do  any 
kind  of  work. 

Germany  impressed  her  as  being 
quite  prosperous,  modern,  efficient  and 
progressive.  While  thcro  she  noticed 
tho  order,  modern  machinery,  modern 
buildings  and  modern  methods  of  con¬ 
ducting  their  businesses. 

In  devastated  France,  much  build¬ 
ing  and  reconstruction  is  being  done, 
bu  t  it  is  a  long  ways  from  being  finish¬ 
ed.  The  goverment  does  not  allow  any 
money  to  bo  used  to  rebuild  or  repair 
any  of  tho  churches.  Thoy  aro  just  as 
tho  war  loft  them.

Here  is  the  reply :  .  . 

“Virginia,  your  little  friends  are  wrong •  They  have  been  affected  by  the 
skepticism  of  a  skeptical  age.  They  do  not  believe  except  what  they  see.  They  think 
that  nothing  can  be  which  is  not  comprehensible  by  their  little  minds.  All  minds, 
Virginia,  whether  they  be  men’s  or  children’s,  are  little.  In  this  great  universe 
of  ours,  man  is  a  mere  insect ,  an  ant  in  his  intellect,  as  compared  with  the  boundless 
world  about  him  as  measured  by  the  intelligence  capable  of  grasping  the  whole 
truth  and  knowledge. 

“Yes,  Virginia,  there  is  a  Santa  Claus.  He  exists  as  certainly  as  love  and  gen¬ 
erosity  and  devotion  exist,  and  you  know  that  they  abound  and  give  to  your  life  its 
highest  beauty  and  joy.  Alas!  how  dreary  would  be  the  world  if  there  were  no 
Santa  Claus!  It  would  be  as  dreary  as  if  there  were  no  Virginias.  There  would 
be  no  childlike  faith  then,  no  poetry,  no  romance  to  make  tolerabe  this  existance.

At  its  regular  meeting  last  Thursday 
evening  the  Student  Council  seated  the 
newly  elected  -members  from  tho  Sopho¬ 
more,  Junior  and  Senior  Classes.  Be¬ 
fore  this  time  tho  seating  of  tho  new 
members  has  been  only  lightly  stressed 
but  the  present  Council  saw  wherein 
it  would  be  fitting  to  more  fully  im¬ 
press  tho  incoming  members  of  tho  im¬ 
portance  of  tho  office  which  they  are 
ahont  to  assume.  The  newly  seated 
members  were  John  King  from  tho  Sen¬ 
ior  Class,  Dean  Johnson  from  tho  Jun¬ 
ior  Class  and  Homer  Richmond  from 
tlie  Sophomore  Class.  These  members 
are  to  serve  on  tho  Student  Council  for 
a  period  of  one  year  from  the  begin¬ 
ning  of  the  winter  quarter,  1926. 

Tho  proceeduro  of  seating  these  mem¬ 
bers  consisted  of  short  talks  by  veteran 
Council  members  and  the  taking  of  tho 
Collego  Oath  by  tlio  new  membors. 
Elizabeth  Mills  first  talked'  to  tho 
new-comers  on  tho  subject  of  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  tho  council.  In  her  talk  the  vital 
importance  of  tho  Student  Council  was 
outlined  as  it  is  related  to  tho  student 
body  ns  a  whole  and  tho  relation  and 
duties  of  the  individual  members  of 
the  Council  to  tho  student  body.

Such  contacts  with  other 
schools  of  the  same  ranking  as  ours 
will  tend  to  bettor  our  inter-collegiate 
associations.

College  Gagers’ 
Vacation  to  Be 
Abbreviated  One 


Squad,  Now  Out  to  Eighteen  Players, 
Will  Report  Back  for  Practice,  Mon¬ 
day  After  Christmas. 


Members  of  the  Colloge  basketball 
squad  will  have  an  abbreviated  vaca¬ 
tion,  and  will  return  to  Maryvill  prob¬ 
ably  the  Monday  after  Christmas  to 
resume  practice  for  the  coming  season. 

Coaches  Lawrence  and  Jones  and 
tlicir  squad  feel  that  the  extra  days  of 
practice  will  mean  a  great  deal  to  the 
1927  team,  and  it  is  likely  that  the 
time  between  the  return  of  tho  players 
and  the  opening  of  school  will  ho  filled 
with  grueling  drill  in  all  departments 
of  the  cage  game. , 

The  basketball  squad  now  numbers 
eighteen  players.  Last  week  the  Bear¬ 
cat  coaches  cut  the  squad  from  thirty- 
five  to  its  present  strength,  eliminating 
thoso  who  seemingly  were  not  exper¬ 
ienced  enough  to  be  likely  candidates 
for  the  Varsity.  With  the  smaller 
squad,  tho  coaches  can  give  more  time 
to  individual  instruction  and  the  squad 
will  not  bo  so  large  as  to  be  cumber¬ 
some.  It  is  likely  there  will  he  another 
cut  shortly  and  that  the  final  squad 
which  will  carry  on  throughout  tho 
season  will  number  about  fifteen  men. 

The  players  have  now  reached  the 
second  stage  of  practice.  At  first 
they  showed  that  they  had  rested  from 
basketball  for  nine  months.  The  ball 
did  not  feel  right  in  their  hands;  they 
wero  unable  to  connect  with  the  basket. 

Now  they  have  passed  that  stage. 
The  shots  are  truer,  and  all  of  the 
members  on  tho  squad  have  shown  de¬ 
cided  improvement.  There  is  not  -so 
much  exclusive  work  on  fundamentals 
now,  and  more  time  is  being  spent  on 
team  play. 

It  is  impossible  to  forecast  tho  por- 
sonel  of  the  team  which  will  carry  tho 
burden  of  the  conference  season.

Two  Old  Grads  Voice  Their  Views 
on  Change  of  Colors  and  Emblem

Mr.  Burdette  Yeo, 

Pres,  of  Student  Council, 

Maryville,  Mo.  '  ' 

Dear  Mr.  Yeo: 

I  have  a  deep  sympathy  for  you  in 
your  position  as  president  of  the  Stu¬ 
dent  Council.  Especially  is  this  true 
when  matters  of  grave  importance  to 
our  Alma  Mater  are  in  your  hands  for 
disposal.  I  make  this  statement  after 
one  years  experience  as  one  of  your 
predecessors.  In  this  experience  I 
learned  to  appreciate  expressions  from 
student's  and  alumni.  So  I  sincerely  of¬ 
fer  you  my  ideas  upon  the  questions  of 
change  in  colors  of  our  Alma  Mater  and 
the  treasured  nickname  of  1  ‘  Bearcats.  ’  ’ 

May  I  at  the  outset  suggest  that  if 
these  matters  are  to  be  turned  to  a 
committee  composed  of  students  and 
alumni,  that  you  as  hend  of  the  student 
body  should  have  the  right  to  name 
the  students,  and  that  the  right  to 
name  alumni  to  the  committee  should 
bo  left  entirely  to  the  executive  com¬ 
mittee  of  the  alumni  association.  Much 
unpleasantness  was  caused  last  summer 
by  alumni  unofficially  representing  the 
association.  Wo  now  have  a  county 
chairman  in  each  county  of  the  district. 
The  purpose  of  these  chairmen  are  to 
keep  in  closer  touch  with  the  alumni 
and  to  servo  ns  advisors  to  the  officers 
when  requests  are  made.  I  as  chairman 
of  the  executive  committee  will  ask  the 
various  county  loaders  to  writo  you 
their  views  on  the  proposed  changes. 

May  I  personally  as  a  former  “Beur- 
.cat,”  and  not  as  chairman  of  the  ex¬ 
ecutive  committee, _  express  my  idoas 
on  tho  proposed  changes.  I  sincerely 
trust  you  will  accept  theso  ns  porsonal 
views  and  not  as  viows  of  tho  alumni 
association.  When  I  hear  from  the  var¬ 
ious  loaders  I  may  add  tho  views  of 
tho  association. 

In  regard  to  adding  black,  as  the 


body  color  of  athletic  equipment,  may 
I  suggest: 

1.  Garments  dyed  black  are  generally 
known  to  be  the  poorest  wearing  ma¬ 
terial. 

2:  Garments,  and  especially  jerseys 
used  in  football  and  basketball  are  not 
presentable  for  first  team  wear  after 
one  season  regardless  of  color. 

...  Equipment  on  hand  for  practice 
usage  could  be  dyed  solid  green  as  well 
as  black.

Are  tra¬ 
ditions  founded  upon  inovations, 

Tho  color  scheme  was  changed  once 
in  tho  history  of  tho  institution  to 
differ  with  tho  Maryville  High  School 
colors.  With  black  bodios  it  would 
be  difficult  for  strangers  and  new  stu¬ 
dents  to  distinguish,  between  tho  pro¬ 
posed  Colloge  colors  and  the  High 
School  colors.  . 

6.  Green  and  White  generally  brings 
thoughts  of  Maryville  State  Tcachors 
College  to  most  Missourians.  To  form¬ 
er  students  n  glance  at'  a  Green  and 
White  award  brings  cherished  mem¬ 
ories.  Why  deny  this  feeling  to  so 
large  a  group  of  loyal  supportors  of 
the  school  by  inoVatioiis. 

7.  We  must  not  establish  a  precedence 
of  change  of  colors  at  tho  request'  of 
each  coaching  regime,  to  harmonize 
with  ono  or  more  of  the  coaches  alma 
mater  colors. 

8.  Comments  arc  to  ho  hoard  whon- 
ovor  and  whorever  a  “Boarcat”  tcam 
appears  ns  to  tho  outstanding  boauty 
of  tho  Grcou  nndWhito  uniforms. 

Iu  regard  to  tho  second  matter,  may 
I  also  suggest.  • 

1.  If  the  couches  are  seoking  inno¬ 
vations,  why  do  they  try  to  conform 
to  idoas  of  insignias  adopted  by  othor 
schools  of  tho  conforonco. 

2.  Songs  and  yells  depond  upon  tho 


studont  body,  and  tho  fighting  spirit 
of  a  team  for  their  effectiveness  and 
not  upon  more  words. 

3.  As  for  a  wild  animal  ns  a  mascot, 
It  would  bo  my  judgmont  based  on  ex¬ 
perience,  that  Billy  Lanikin  on  tho 
Bearcat  Bench  hns  instilled  more  spirit 
into  tho  bearcats  than  a  dozen  caged 
or  muzzled  animals  could  ever  instill. 
I  am  suro  it  is  the  worship  of  Bill 
Bopor  ns  a  conch  and  gentleman,  and 
a  scrapper  that  moves  Princeton  players 
to  superhuman  efforts  and  not  tho  pros- 
enco  of  a  tiger  in  an  inclosed  cago. 

4.  Battle  scarred  veterans  of  pioneer 
days  on  the  Maryville  gridiron  havo 
chorishcd  memories  of  tho  days  “when 
I  was  a"  Benrcnt”  that  should  not  bo 
obliterated  by  mere  innovation.

Origon  of 
Christmas  Cards 

The  first  Christmas  card  ns  wo  know 
it  today.  was  designed  in  1840  by  Joseph 
Coudall,  a  London  artist.  It  was  print¬ 
ed  in  lithography,  colored  by  hand  and 
was  about  tho  sizo  of  the  ordinary 
visiting  card. 

This  enrd  wns  tho  natural  outgrowth 
of  the  so-called  “school  piece”  or 
“Christmas  piece”  so  popular  at  this 
time.  These  sheets  of  paper,  decorated 
with  elaborate  pen  sketches  of  birds, 
scrolls,  etc.,  wore  used  by  school  child¬ 
ren  at  tho  approach  of  tho  holiday 
season,  to  exploit  tlicir  progress  in 
writing  and  composition.  Charity  boys 
often  purchased  those  pieces  and  dis¬ 
played  them  about  tho  parish  for  the 
purpose  of  soliciting  a  trifle. 

It  was  not  until  1862,  however,  that 
our  recent  custom  of  sending  greeting 
cards  became  so  popular.  At  first  or¬ 
dinary  visiting  cards  with  tho  simple 
inscription — “A  Merry  Christmas,”  or 
“A  Happy  New  Year.”  Gradually 
robins  and  holly  branches  were  added, 
and  later  embossed  figures  and  land¬ 
scapes. 

Howard  Jones,  head  mentor  at  the 
University  of  Southern  California,  has 
signed  a  four-year  contract  at  that 
school,  calling  for  a  yearly  salary  of 
$10,000. 

The  Drake  Bulldogs  have  moved  into 
their  new  $250,000  fieldhousc  for  bas¬ 
ketball  practice.
